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Youth group ‘flexible to building in other areas’

The building contract for a privately 
funded town youth center was extended 
another year by selectmen Monday 
night to keep the project alive. 

The private Andover Youth Founda- 
tion will have another year to raise more 
money to build a youth center on town- 
owned land in West Andover. When the 


project is complete, the center will be 
given to the town. 

“We would have been out of busi- 
ness without the additional time,” said 
Larry Larsen, president of the Andover 
Youth Foundation. 

Construction on a proposed center at 
Chandler Road was slated to break 
ground by June 1, and be completed by 


June 2007. But Larsen said AYF needed 
to design a plan that allows for a more 
affordable building. 

“Unless someone comes along with 
a great deal of money soon, we will not 
be able to add one of the rooms we had 
originally planned for,” Larsen said. 

Plans to build on land behind the 
West Fire Station could be subject to 


change in the future, Larsen added. 

He and fellow foundation member 
Jerry Silverman also noted this week 
that some people would like to see a 
youth center downtown. “We're not 
looking to build at a different site right 
now,” Larsen said. “But are we flexible 
to building in other areas? Yes, we are.” 

When AYF was looking for land 


several years ago, town leaders said 
there was no available land downtown 
But selectmen just went to Town Meet 
ing with a plan to build a senior center 
on land next to Doherty Middle School, 
and that plan was rejected 
Larsen and Silverman, former select-

Approval of Article 55 
authorized the town to fund a 
study to help pinpoint the 
source causing high levels of 
salt in the town’s public water 
supply watersheds. 

The state standard for salt 
content in water is 20 mil- 
ligrams per liter. Samples 
taken from the areas of Fish 
Brook and Haggetts Pond, 
where Andover gets its drink- 
ing water, measure two to 
three times that, said Andover 
Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney, who described the situa- 
tion as an “environmental 
insult.” 

Three possible causes 
include the state-owned salt 
storage shed at the interchange 
of Interstate 93 and Route 495, 
oversalting the interchange

Soaring gas prices and high 
insurance rates are curbing teen 
drivers across the state and 
Andover might soon feel the 
effects, according to local auto 
experts. 

“State insurance statistics 
show a decrease in the number 
of drivers under 21,” explains 
Elizabeth Marascia, owner of the 
Andover Auto School, 89 Main 
St. “We haven’t seen a direct hit 
in Andover yet, but with costs 
increasing from purchasing gas 
to insurance rates for first-time 
drivers, the message is clear. If 
you want to drive, you have to 
pay.” 

Spring kicks off the busiest 


ke 


season for auto schools as teen 
drivers line up for classes. But 
whether the first tme driver is 16 
or 60, Marascia says the price of 
owning a vehicle these days is 
hitting wallets hard. 

While insurance rates differ 
depending on vehicle type and 
coverage selection, agent Debbie 
Coady of Fred C. Church Insur- 
ance on Main Street said parents 
who opt to have their children 
share a vehicle instead of driving 
their own can expect to see a 
$1,000 increase. 

For unseasoned drivers who 
solely operate their own vehicle, 
annual insurance prices can soar 
well over $3,000.

“Some things really haven’t 
changed,” said Coady. “For their 
first three years on the road, new 
drivers always get slammed by 
the insurance rates.” 

The price of Massachusetts 
auto insurance is decided by the 
behavior of the state’s drivers as 
a whole, according to Donna 
McKenna, spokeswoman for the 
Massachusetts Insurance Agents 
Association. Massachusetts auto 
insurance companies take the 
cost of providing insurance for 
Massachusetts drivers, including 
settlements and legal fees, and 
divide it among the state’s dri- 
vers. 

But the cost is not spread 
around evenly, McKenna said. 
Instead, the percentage a driver 
pays is determined by their dri- 
ving record, age, where they 
live, and the kind of car they 
drive. 

Taking to the roads for the 
first time last year, 17-year-old 
Lindsey Davidson did experi- 
ence some relief on her insur- 
ance bill from drivers education 
courses — about $300. 

“Having driver training can 
make a big difference in sav- 
ings,” said Coady. 

But to keep her 1999 Ford 
Explorer on the road, insurance 
is not Lindsey’s only concern. 

The average retail price for 
regular unleaded gasoline hit a 
record high of $2.109 in March. 
After breaking the previous all- 
time record high ($2.064 a gal- 
lon last May), fuel prices sky- 
rocketed an additional 21.2 
cents per gallon in April. 

“The big joke in our house is 
that it’s not cheap keeping the 
fleet on the road,” said Lindsey's 
mother, Debbie Davidson, who,

along with her husband, works 
to support four vehicles. 
“Between insurance, gas and 
general maintenance it adds up. 
And you don’t really have a 
choice not to drive, because 
when you live in the suburbs 
you can’t get anywhere without 
wheels.” 

Although Lindsey’s parents 
saw a slight decrease in her 
overall insurance for a good dri- 
ving record after her first year 
driving, rates for bodily injury 
liability and damage to someone 
else’s property went up for all 
young drivers at least $100. 

But not all insurance agents 
believe Andover youth will be 
affected the same as those in 
other towns. 


Dick Giammasi, an agent at 
Andover Insurance Co. said 
insurance rates for first time dri- 
vers have always been high, but 
have remained fairly level over 
the years. Even in the wake of 
inflated fuel prices, Giammasi 
said the number of young dri- 
vers on the road in Andover, and 
the types of vehicles they are 
driving, does not appear to indi- 
cate a new-operator dropoff any 
time soon. 

But Marascia and others said 
trends in other parts of the state 
could forecast a future of signif- 
icant change for first-time dri- 
vers both locally and abroad. 

“I feel bad for the kids. 
They're going to continue to get 
hammered with higher costs 
from every angle,” added Coady. 
“But they’re also the group that 
gets into the most accidents and 
there is a price tag that goes 
along with the risk. Just because 
someone has a license doesn’t 
necessarily mean they know 
how to drive.”

want to build a youth center 
on the land south of Doherty 
Middle, space in the youth 
center could be used by the 
nearby senior center while 
kids are in school, effectively 
enlarging the senior center 
area.

‘It doesn’t make sense’ 


New meters ridiculed by Town Meeting voters

When asked to pass a mea- 
sure that would have placed an 
additional pay and display unit 
in Shawsheen Square, voters 
used words like “ridiculous” and 
“absurd” to sum up their 
thoughts. 

Requests to transfer $25,000 
from off-street parking receipts 
and purchase a new pay and 
display system was the only arti- 
cle to get shot down by residents 
on the final night of Town Meet- 
ing Monday. 

“A system that forces some- 
one to walk out of their car and 
then back again to display a 
parking permit is ridiculous,” 
said David Brown of Glenwood 
Road. 

Selectman Mary Lyman told 


voters that even though she did 
not “particularly like” the pay 
and display program, she sup- 
ported the measure since it was 
designed for all day parking as 
opposed to the 15-minute park- 
ing more common in the Olde 
Andover Village lot. 

Police chief Brian Pattullo 
said the proposed new systems 
would primarily be servicing 
people from out of town. Out of 
the 35 available spaces in Shaw- 
sheen, Pattullo said only five to 
six are used by Andover resi- 
dents on average. Parking in that 
area is currently free. 

But frustrated Andoverites 
said they were tired of the “‘ill- 
conceived” system currently in 
place.

Cormier to expand sewer

Town Meeting voters granted 
developer Yvon Cormier Con- 
struction Corp. permission to 
excavate the land at Wood Hill 
Memorial Park to install an 
underground sewer line. 

Article 56 passed 201-58 
Monday night, after residents 
sparred over the issue on the 
Collins Center floor. Approxi- 
mately 260 residents turned out 
for the last round of voting. 

“I find it hard to believe that 
anyone would fathom going 
through a memorial park with a 


sewer easement,” said Mary Car- 
bone of Cyr Circle. “I don’t 
think anyone would allow Mr. 
Cormier to go through Spring 
Grove Cemetery with a sewer 
easement. I think it’s the same 
thing.” 

“I don’t see any reason why a 
private individual should be 
allowed to build public sewer 
where and when he wants,” 
added Michael Frishman of 
Crescent Drive. 

“It’s a field,” said Jerry Silver- 
man of Dufton Road. “This is 
not a personal thing. We’re talk- 


zens to get out of their car and 
walk around just to park,” said 
Greg Rigby of Rattlesnake Hill 
Road. “It just doesn’t make 
sense.” 

Another resident added that 
on Monday the system at Olde 
Andover Village wasn’t working 
and that it seemed to be down on 
a regular basis. 

Pattullo said police conduct- 
ed a full audit on the system on 
Monday and found it to be in 
“100 percent working order.” 

The police chief said resi- 
dents need to take the time to 
read the instructions before 
using the system. 

“If you don’t select the time 
you want before putting in 
money, the system doesn’t allow 
you to operate,” Pattullo said.

For first time in years, 
town to repair sidewalks

Deteriorated town sidewalks will undergo 
some major cosmetic surgery as voters approved 
spending $858,000 to revamp them during the 
final round of Town Meeting on Monday. 

Article 51 will also help Andover get back on 
an annual sidewalk maintenance program that 
town officials say has fallen by the wayside. 

For about four years now, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said funding for sidewalk improve- 
ments was removed from the town’s spending 
plan “when the financial situation got worse.” 

Stapczynski said that feedback from residents 
has sent a clear message to officials that “the peo- 
ple of Andover value their sidewalks.” 

Don Robb of York Street criticized the town 
for not acting sooner to repair the crumbling 


walkways that he described as a “safety hazard.” 


“What appalls me is that it’s another example 
of poor fiscal planning,” said Robb. “We ought to 
be spending $200,000 in sidewalk repairs every 
year instead of borrowing it for salary raises.” 

Recommending that the article be voted down, 
Robb added that paying for the bonds to repair the 
damaged sidewalks will now cost about $200,000 
annually anyway. 

Public Works Director Jack Petkus said design 
plans to repair sidewalks in some of the most 
needed areas, including Whittier and Chestnut 
streets and the east side of North Main Street, 
should begin after July 1. Construction would 
take place the following year. Petkus also said that 
after the work is completed, residents should 
notice more trees in the areas than before.

medical workers were in place and had 
the proper medical supplies, says Mas- 
soud. 

At times, Massoud’s family had to 
leave their homes to be safe. 

“Once when we left home because 
the Taliban came close, 75 percent of 
the people didn’t have cars. Those peo- 
ple were walking. It was so crowded 
and on one side there was a river. Peo- 
ple would just fall into the river,” he 
says. “We saw people who fell and no 
one would yell, ‘Take care of them!"” 

The education offered in school was 
poor, and families that could afford it 
would pay for extra courses at other 
locations. The Taliban came into one of 
Massoud’s makeshift classrooms one 
day and cut off the teacher’s hair, 
humiliating him. They said his hair was 
too long and he should wear a turban. 
The man did not return to teaching. 

When Massoud arrived in the United 
States, his hair was close-cropped and 
neatly combed against his forehead. 
Today he wears it longer, like many of 
his classmates. 

Why the change? 

“] just wanted to.” he says matter-ot- 
factly. 

One of Massoud’s most vivid mem- 
ories is of a bomb that blew a hole in 
one of his temporary schoolhouses. A 
friend of his died in the explosion, he 
says. 

“Thad never seen so much fire,” 
Massoud quietly. 

In the approximately five hours that 
Massoud talks, he speaks little about the 
Taliban and the war. Usually he is 
upbeat, talking about everything from 
learning baseball to skiing for the first 
time. But he will talk about the war if 
asked. 

“In the seven years the Taliban were 
in Afghanistan, we always had the 
bombs. Bombs blew up statues that we 
had for 2,000 years,” he says. “My 
memories, most of them are full of vio- 
lence because I have seen it all.” 

Massoud says Afghans were glad 
when America beg an fighting the Tal- 
iban, although some people wished 
America had become involved sooner, 
before the attacks of September |] 

Even while the US was involved in 
the fighting, people were afraid of 
bombs being dropped whenever aircraft 
roared overhead. Massoud’s family 
often would hunker down in a basement

when they heard planes. 

“Everyone would run there. Even 
my small young brother would say 
prayers,” says Massoud, “Every day we 
would come out. We would go to 
school.” 


The draw: Learning 

That desire for education runs strong 
in Massoud’s family. It is why he 
applied for the YES program to come to 
America, a program run through Amer- 
ican Councils. After two rounds of test- 
ing and an interview, Massoud was one 
of 39 students selected. He told his fam- 
ily and they agreed to let him leave his 
province, Parvan, northwest of Kabul. 

The only question was, where was 
he going? The program did not have 
enough host families. 

Kara Espindle, who helped organize 
the program, called her mom, Diane 
Espindle of Andover, and asked if she 
could help. 


The Espindles had just gutted sever- 
al rooms of their Dascomb Road home 
and were going to Martha’s Vineyard 
for the summer. But something made 
Espindle say ‘Yes,’ to inviting a stranger 
from Afghanistan into her Andover 
home. 

“If God puts something in your lap 
and you say, ‘No,’ I think that’s very 
dangerous. I didn’t want to be in that 
situation,” says Espindle, who attends 
Catholic Mass each week. 

After Massoud arrived, there was a 
period of adjustment, as he became 
acclimated to American culture (see 
sidebar next page). There was the role 
of women in America to become accus- 
tomed to, with his host mother, a nurse, 
telling Massoud that he would have to 
prepare food for himself sometimes. 
Massoud and his host brother David 
stayed up late teaching Massoud new 
words. Massoud, a Muslim, had to find 
time to pray during school days that are 


not structured around prayer time as 
they are in Afghanistan. 

And the food here — even the drinks 
— were strange to him. “We don’t drink 
cold milk,” says Massoud. “I was so 
confused about the milk.” 

But Massoud seemed willing to dive 
into anything. Before school even began 
he tried out for the soccer team — and 
didn’t make it. But that didn’t stop him; 
he has since become a member of both 
the gymnastics and volleyball teams. 

“Massoud is so intense on being suc- 
cessful. He studies 110 percent. Any 
sport he does, he does 110 percent. You 
really appreciate that. He’s really taking 
advantage of his situation, trying to 
learn all he can,” says David Espindle, 
his host father. 

“He’s a wonderful risk-taker and 
ready to step up and try to do anything,” 
says Peggy Cain, Andover High School 
counselor. “We have a lot of interna- 
tional students (12 to 15 per year). He’s 


made incredible progress because he’s 
SO committed, and he has a wonderful 
host brother.” 

Sometimes, Massoud can throw 
himself into new activities a little too 
much. During gymnastics, he tried a 
difficult move and twisted his back and 
stomach. The rest of the day, Massoud 
was moaning in pain. The Espindles 
took him to the emergency room. When 
the doctor asked him to describe his 
pain on a scale of | to 10, Massoud 
called it a 3. The Espindles just stared at 
him. 

Later, says host brother David, Mas- 
soud explained that he figured if a 10 
was getting shot and dying, or having 
one’s throat slit, then his pain must be a 
3. “A 10 for us is like ‘I stubbed my 
toe,” says David. 

Cain believes Massoud’s back- 
ground helps him thrive at Andover 
High School. 

“It makes him incredibly strong 
coming into this situation. There was no 
disorientation that you usually see. He 
was incredibly hard-working, deter- 
mined, perceptive, intuitive,” says Cain. 

“Most of the things I do in my life 
are based on my experiences,” Massoud 
says. “I know how life is enjoyable 
(when you) live in peace. I know how 
life is valuable. When I see how every- 
thing is different ... I get, every time, 
excited.” 

Massoud earnestly takes pains to 
offer thanks to all the people who have 
reached out to him in town. 

“We feel so privileged to have had 
him,” says Cain. “It enhances the com- 
munity to have someone who feels that 
way about being here and the education 
he’s receiving.” 

Massoud’s history teacher, Craig 
Simpson, says what really sets him 
apart from even other international stu- 
dents is that he is facing a completely 
different world, with American music, 
freedoms and equal rights — with 
women sitting beside him instead of 
resting behind burqas. “(It’s) so great a 
cultural shift that is so obvious, so in 
your face all the time,” Simpson says. 
“Culturally, he’s confronting a much 
bigger shift than, say, a German student 
or a French student or even someone 
from Southeast Asia.” 

Certainly, Massoud has learned a lot 
about American culture. Massoud has 
tried a number of activities in America 
— from swimming in an ocean for the

first time to skiing. Yet, when he’s 
asked about what he likes best 
about America, the teenager does 
not say baseball or music or girls. 
He says it’s the educational opportu- 
nity. 

“The first thing I’m really con- 
centrating on is my knowledge, so I 
like the education. And the beauty 
of the United States is really nice, 
more than Afghanistan — the land- 
scape, the houses,” he says. “That's 
what I want for Afghanistan's 
future.” 

It is clear where Massoud’s heart 
is. 

“I love Afghanistan the most. I 
want to live there all my life. I feel 
like my heart loves it just because of 
the weather, the nature,” he says. 


Going to Afghanistan 

Simpson is hoping to keep in 
touch with Massoud by e-mail to 
see how his reentry into 
Afghanistan goes. He believes he'll 
learn a lot by what he hears. 

“How does a kid who sees so 
many opportunities here — you can 
see him saying to himself, ‘Whoa, 
I'd love to do that! Whoa, I'd love to 
do that!’ — go back? I think it will be 
very difficult for him to return,” he 
says. 

But Massoud speaks warmly 
about his country and is obviously 
eager to return to it and his parents, 
two brothers and four sisters. 

“They never want me to be 
unhappy, but even if they did, I

would obey them,” he says. “During 
the war, I always felt that I would 
lose them and I was very thankful (I 
did not). 

“T just thought about going to 
study,” says Massoud of coming to 
America. “I never thought about 
how your heart feels.” 

Massoud admits he is worried 
that people will accuse him of 
becoming “American” — code for 
You've sold out to the West — when 
he returns. “They respect Ameri- 
cans. They don’t respect the people 
who go to America and change 
their culture,” says Massoud. 

But Massoud says he has not 
changed his beliefs or abandoned 
his culture. In fact, the Espindles say 
they have learned a lot from Mas- 
soud about his culture, and about 


different perspectives. 

Massoud talks about becoming a 
politician to help improve 
Afghanistan. 


“T used to say I wanted to be a 
doctor. Still, I’m not sure I want to 
be a politician, but I’m concentrat- 
ing to be,” says Massoud. “If I'ma 
doctor, I'll take care of people, but 
not all the people. If I'm a politi- 
cian, I'll take care of them.” 

“I'd vote for him in a minute.” 
says Cain. “It’s the risk-taking and 
the willingness to go to the limit to 
learn things.” 

The Espindles would too, but 
they will miss him dearly. David 
and Massoud consider themselves 
to be like brothers. 

“Our lives won't be the same. 
We’re not the same people,” says 
Diane Espindle. 

“It’s going to be so hard 
to let him go,” she says. “I 
know I have to let him go 
because he has to make a dif- 
ference.” 

At one point, the Espin- 
dles are asked if they would 
go to Afghanistan as Mas- 
soud came to America. 
There is a pause while they 
consider this. 

“Maybe if Massoud’s 
president,” David, the son, 
offers. “I'd like it to be safer, 
I guess,” 

So would Massoud, 
which is one reason he trav- 
eled to this land that serves 
cold milk along with a small 
portion of hope for his home- 
land.

Craig Simpson, Andover High 
School history teacher, marvels at what 
the culture shock must have been like for 
Massoud Kohistani to suddenly be 
joking with girls as well as boys in his 
classes. He has gone from the land of the 
burga to the land of the midriff, 

While the removal of the Taliban has 
changed Afghanistan, women still have 
very different roles there than women 
have in America. 

Massoud says when he was a boy, 
and the Taliban was in power, he would 
hear comments on the street that girls 
should not go to school. Because he was 
very young, these comments made him 
wish his sisters did not attend, he admits. 

“If you said ‘equal rights,’ it was kind 
of a story for joking. You couldn’t see a 
woman outside,” says Massoud. “If you 
were a boy or a man, you would not go 
outside with your sister or your mom 
because they would say really bad things 
that you would not expect to hear.” 

Massoud says his father sat him down 
and spoke with him about the impor- 
tance of education. “My opinion was 
removed. Once, I thought it was wrong 
for a woman to educate. (My father) told 
me I was wrong,” says Massoud 

All four of his sisters have or will 
graduate from high school, and two 
already have gone on to university. 

Now Massoud says, “The people who 
send their daughters are the bravest peo- 
ple ever.” 

Massoud says his experience makes 
him realize how people in Afghanistan 
became terrorists, including people he 
knew from his province. He says the Tal- 
iban took people at a very young age and 
taught them their beliefs. He indicated 
that when a child is told something over 
and over, he begins to believe it without 
really questioning it.

Andover host mother Diane Espindle 
noticed how skinny Massoud was when 
he got off the plane. But he became thin- 
ner, if anything, during his first week in 
the United States. He ate little. 

Why? 

“I like spicy food a lot,” said Mas- 
soud, who is used to eating peppery 
items in his home country. 

Espindle is a self-described “Irish 
cook,” which generally means the cook 
serves two types of food: bland and 
blander. 

About a week after Massoud’s 
arrival, the family went out to eat and 
Massoud tore into his food, shoveling it 
down after drenching it in spicy sauce 

“We took him to eat Mexican and he 
ate at least what he missed that whole 
week,” said David Bryan Espindle, his 
host brother.

Massoud has taught others about 
Islam and his daily prayers. “If all the 
Muslim world observed the rules and 
did what they say, everyone would think 
that Islam is the best religion,” he says

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New skies for Sandpiper owner 


Gift shop closes after 33 years; women’s accessory shop zips in

“The sandpiper has flown 
away,” said former downtown 
shop owner Paula Pangonis, who 
smiled as she reflected on her 
business. 

Pangonis opened Sandpiper 
Shop at 3 Barnard St. in 1972. It 
lasted for more than three decades 
before closing its doors recently. 

She said her gift shop’s 
longevity was due to this business 
style: it rolled with the times and 
the trends. She successfully sold 
posters, Indian tapestries and lava 
lamps in the 1970s to the Phillips 
Academy customers, and sold 
Beanie Babies to long lines of 
local moms during the 1990s. 

“An eclectic gift shop,” is how 
she described her business. 

Pangonis said it was simply 
time for her to close the shop. She 
has officially retired and plans to 
spend some time traveling with 
her husband, Richard, who retired 
a few years ago. 

“He’s been asking me to retire 
for a long time and the time has 
come,” said Pangonis, who is 
British and still has her accent 

Sandpiper Shop started out in 
another downtown location, but 
Pangonis soon moved to the 
Barnard Street location as she 
wanted to be closer to Main Street. 

Now, a Main Street business is 
taking over her vacant space. 

The owners of Beauty Solu- 
tions, located nearby at 36 Main 
St., are moving in and running a 
new business, Carina & Co., an 
accessory shop for women. The 
new shop will sell hair acces- 
sories, jewelry and other small 
items. There will also be a bridal 
section and ear piercing will be 
done on site. 

“It’s named after my grand- 
daughter,” Michelle Corey of 
Beauty Solutions said of her new 
shop. “We'll have lots of costume 
jewelry and the bridal section ... 
and this shop is affordable.’ 

She said her Main Street busi- 
ness does quite well. She just 
wished she had more space to sell 
accessories. When she heard of 
Sandpiper’s closing, she swooped 
in. “It worked out great,” said 
Corey. 

She still was unsure of the offi- 
cial opening date for Carina & 
Co., but said it will be happening 
soon.

Andover business owners 
displaying signs on town side- 
walks will now require a tempo- 
rary permit following a Town 
Meeting vote calling for a more 
unified approach to downtown 
signage. 

Ratification of Articles 47 
and 48 places regulations on the 
use of temporary A-frame signs 
outside local storefronts. Per- 
mission for the signs must be 
acquired from the town, and the 
Structures are forbidden on pub- 
lic walkways.

Dison rejected a town plan to allow selectmen, 
School Committee and Finance Committee members 
to sit on an audit committee. Residents said they did 
not want individuals who have such a significant say 
in forming the budget to be the same people auditing 
the budget. You could say they were suspicious about 
the intent of town officials. 

While most residents trust the town government to 
run their affairs wisely, such suspicion remains at 
Town Meeting. If officials want to ease this suspi- 
cion, they must continue to include more information 
about how money will be spent in their Town Meet- 
ing articles. 

An article seeking $2.2 million for various capital 


improvement projects was a perfect example of | 


where the town can do better for residents. It includ- 
ed a list of 14 items, many of which provided little 


detail about how the money would be spent. For | 


instance, one line item stated “Town Projects - 
Building Division: $250,000.” Residents who take 
the time to go to Town Meeting — a tiny percentage 
of town, granted — thirst for more detail in advance of 
Town Meeting about how the town wants to spend a 


quarter of a million dollars. They look to the Finance | 


Committee book mailed to them for answers. 

In the past, the town has been threatened with law- 
suits because it tried to put lights for soccer at Shaw- 
sheen Fields and a metal building in Spring Grove 
Cemetery. The town argued that Town Meeting had 


approved the work. But residents disagreed because | 


the work was not discussed at Town Meeting. It was 
not mentioned in the Finance Committee book 
mailed to homes. In the end, neither project was 
built, wasting effort. Providing more information in 
the Finance Committee book simply makes sense for 
all involved.

{ the senior center away from 
the realm of the virtual and to 
put fleshy, lived-in reality on its 
tatistical framing. I must warn 
you, however, that to really con- 
ider what it means to grow old 
and what we will all need for 
Support in the aging process is 
unsettling. 

The manner in which baby 
boomers declared their disdain 
for the idea of the senior center 
felt like an arrogant and thinly 
veiled mix of denial, ageism, 
ableism and individualism. I am 
a baby boomer and I sense many 
of us feel that we have made it. 
We have competed against the 
best and landing in Andover is 
evidence of our success. We are 
on top and while on top, we 
often get to decide who gets 
what, and when. As doctors, 
lawyers, CEOs, CFOs, educa- 
tors we are accustomed to feel- 
ing empowered and to wielding 
power. But with our power, 
wealth, and health often comes a 
forgetfulness about vulnerabili- 
ty, compassion and social 
responsibility. The arrogance 
exhibited at Town Meeting 
smacked of something Elie 
Wiesel once said: that our cul- 
ture has Alzheimer’s — we forget 
where we've been and know not 
where we are going.

Let’s stop throwing our money away - and recycle 


Editor, Townsman: 

At Town Meeting last Tues- 
day, | commented that, from my 
perspective, Andover’s priorities 
are out of balance. To be more 
specific, our taxes fund a gener- 
ous, easy-to-use, “all-inclusive” 
trash system but we’re cutting 
teachers, rejecting expanded 
programs for an expanding pop- 
ulation of seniors, and requiring 
our youth to build their own 
youth center. Spending too 
much on trash seems like a 
“waste” to me. What could we 
save and how? 

First, each household could 
reduce its trash considerably. 
The average Andover household 
throws out 1.5 tons per year- 
fully 20 to 25 percent more than 
households in similar communi- 
ties. Many comparable towns 
have averages well under a ton 
per year. Numerous households 
of four use only one bag or bar- 
rel for trash each week. Those 
who throw out more need to 
look hard at what they discard 
and find responsible alterna- 
tives. Options include compost- 
ing, donating to charities, and 
giving away or Selling items on 
Web sites like MVFreeStuff 
Network @yahoogroups.com or 
FreecycleNorthAndover@ 
yahoogroups.com. If each 
household could “lose 5 
pounds” from its weekly waste, 
it would reduce Andover’s trash 
by 10 percent, and the town 
would save nearly $100,000 per 
year in disposal fees. 

Second, starting in May, 
Andover will take the small step 
of enforcing the state waste bans 


ful arrogance focused the Town 
Meeting’s attention on numbers, 
effectively distracting us from a 
discussion of the real senior 
population’s needs. The dis- 
course remained on a safe level. 
| understand. As long as we stay 
in the realm of numbers, we can 
repress our own fears about 
growing old. The real lived-in 
experience of those served by 
the senior center remained invis- 
ible — never addressed! One 
might ask, did the tears of 
semors following the votes indi- 
cate that they felt lost in the dis- 
course’? Did they feel their 
struggles were unseen and 
invalid? 

From journeying with par- 
ents who have Alzheimer’s, | 
am blessed with understanding 
at a relatively young age a diffi- 
cult truth — that none of us will 
get out of this life alive and cer- 
tainly without suffering. Most 
importantly, try as we might to 
plan for the inevitable, aging in 
America is far more costly than 
we can anticipate. While we 
think we have all our ducks in a 
row — long-term care policies, 
family nearby, family trusts — 
we will still grow frail and we 


on disposal of recyclables by 
refusing to take cardboard and 
other visible recyclables with 
the trash. This will reduce our 
tonnage, save on disposal costs, 
and conserve limited disposal 
capacity. Andover recycled over 
2.700 tons of paper in 2003. If 
residents, schools, and town 
offices recycled an additional 
1,000 tons (cardboard, junk 
mail, paper shreddings), we 
could save $64,000 next year. 
Third, Andover is uniquely 
generous with its trash services. 
Many towns charge $10 to $25 
per item for bulky waste collec- 
tion (couches, mattresses, and 
other large items). This is a con- 
venient service but it does not 
have to be “free.” We might 
have to start charging for bulky 
items to discourage their dispos- 
al at town expense. There are 
numerous options other than the 
curb — many local charities and 
Web sites. If an average house- 
hold throws out 50-100 pounds

will need additional support 
beyond our family’s capabilities. 

Really, what will we need, 
not in terms of numbers but in 
terms of what our daily lives 
will be like? Most of us will 
eventually be unable to drive. 
Night and peripheral vision will 
diminish. We will need trans- 
portation. Our gait will become 
uneven and our bones will 
weaken. We will require assis- 
tance walking and will fear 
falling. For a while, a walker or 
cane will suffice but eventually, 
we will need an arm, perhaps 
two. Our lovely homes, yes, 
even our million-dollar abodes, 
will become too big and difficult 
to manage, as will our gardens. 
As our hearing diminishes, the 
theater, meetings, and large 
group activities, even brunch at 
the local luncheonette will 
become frustrating. We will 
need quieter places and under- 
standing companionship. 

Our minds — our sharp ana- 
lytic minds that so quickly cal- 
culated the expenses and the 
center’s inadequacies — will shift 
to a softer, slower mode. Our 
activities will change as we 
focus on memory-building, ori- 


per year of bulky items (one 
mattress, stuffed chair, or grill), 
a fee covering that cost could 
save the town an additional 
$15,000 to $30,000 per year. 

Fourth, we could make curb- 
side leaf collection self-support- 
ing. It is another convenient ser- 
vice offered to encourage com- 
posting, but many residents 
compost in their own yards or 
drive their leaves to Bald Hill 
themselves. We could charge 
for the curbside leaf collection. 
Longmeadow, Mass. has estab- 
lished a self-funded leaf-collec- 
tion program by selling town 
leaf bags so no tax funds are 
used to support that service. 
Doing this in Andover could 
save thousands. 

Of course, the best incentive 
to reduce waste is a trash-bag 
fee. I know there are differences 
of opinion on this option, but if 
we have to have fees, we should 
look at the incentives the fees 
create. I prefer fees that encour- 
age positive behavior (recy- 
cling) instead of fees that dis- 
courage positive behavior (fees 
for athletics and school buses). 
“Best estimate” projections 
done by the Pay As You Throw 
(PAYT) study committee in 
2003, which were reviewed and 
accepted by the Finance Com- 
mittee, determined that PAYT 
system could have a net benefit 
to the town budget of $750,000 
to $850,000 per year. 

As I said at the start, it is a 
matter of priorities. We don't 
have “money to burn.”

Born a slave and given the name 
Isabella, which she changed upon her 
escape to freedom, Sojourner traveled 
the country preaching and speaking for 
the abolitionist movement and the cause 
of women’s rights. The fund committee 
plans to support a full scholarship for a 


boarding student. 

The current Sojourner Truth Scholar 
is Hope Gbarayor ’05. From the Bronx, 
N.Y., she is president of the African 
Latino American Society (AfLatAm), 
which plans and implements numerous 
celebrations, forums and social func- 
tions for the community. On the honor 
roll during each of her four years at 
Andover, she received the Eaton Prize 
for Mathematics in 2002.

Learning to build a dream 


Tech School students work to fulfill someone’s dreams of home ownership

In 2000, tech students partnered 
with Andover Community Trust 
to build a yellow colonial at 110 
Haverhill St. ACT’s mission is 
to create affordable housing in 
town for people who make 
below the town’s median 
income, which is $75,500 for a 
family of four. 

Bill Berard, Greater 
Lawrence Technical School's 
carpentry teacher and football 
coach, said the GLTS House 
Building Program teaches stu- 
dents the skills of their trade — 
and lessons in human compas- 
sion. 

“We're building homes for 
families so that they can pros- 
per,” said Berard, who has been 
supervising the school’s young 
builders for eight years. “We 
like to have the kids meet the 
families moving in so that there 
is a sense of connection. Then 
they can truly experience the 
real rewards of giving back to 
their community.” 

The tech school’s House 
Building Program was estab-

Espinal remembers toiling at 
the Lawrence job site and hear- 
ing the honk of a city bus 
almost daily. “I remember 
thinking, ‘Who is that person 
honking at us every day?’” 
Espinal laughed. 

The drive-by supporter was a 
Lawrence bus driver whose 
family had been chosen to live 
in the home. 

“He was so happy and grate- 
ful on the day of the ribbon-cut- 
ting,” Espinal recalled. “Seeing 
that really makes the work a 
real accomplishment for every- 
one involved.” 

The quality of craftsmanship 
is not compromised because the 
builders are in training, added 
Berard. The students’ foreman 
said the finished product will 
prove to be as good, “if not bet- 
ter,” than work done by a team 
of experienced professionals. 

“All the homes are 100 per- 
cent up to building-code stan- 
dards,” said Berard. 

Because students take longer 
to build homes than profession- 
als, the carpentry teacher con- 
firms all constructions materials

This week, 15-year-old Andover 
residents John and James review a book 
they say should come with a warning. This 
book contains a situation and topics that are 
not suitable for younger readers. It is rec- 
ommended for teenagers, but if a younger 
reader still wants to read it, he should have 
his parents speak to a librarian or book- 
seller to try and figure out if it is appropriate 
for him. 

ELINDA SORDINO is an outcast. 

She was not always this way, 

but something changed over 

the summer. She has just start- 
ed the ninth grade, but already has a bad 
reputation.

When hot. pour the 
egg mixture into the pan, and stir continuously until nearly 
set. If the pan is too hot then the eggs will cook fast, but will 
be rubbery. Low heat will produce a slowly cooked and lux- 
uriously soft, fluffy result. 

3. At the last minute add the artichoke bits and the 
cheese, stirring to incorporate and melt. Divide the mixture 
between the two toasted English muffin halves. Kiss Mom 
and maybe she’ll share with you. 


Artichoke Asparagus Eggs for a Crowd (serves 8-12) 


* 8 spears fresh asparagus, cooked and cut into small bites (for 
perfectly cooked asparagus see note at end of column) 

* 16 eggs (or 2 pints liquid egg substitute) 

* 2 teaspoons chicken bouillon granules 

* 1 can reduced-fat cream of chicken soup (I've used fat-fat, 
too, and it tastes great. I’ve also used cream of celery soup 
with fantastic results) 

* one-half cup Vermouth 


* 1 Tablespoon dried parsley or a few sprigs chopped fresh 
parsley 


* 1 teaspoon dried dill weed 

* one-eighth teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 

* one-fourth cup chopped onions (optional) 

* 2 cans artichoke hearts, roughly chopped 

* 2 cups each cheddar and Monterey Jack cheeses (or any 
combination of shredded low-fat, fat-free or high-test 
cheeses) 

+ Paprika 

* Bread crumbs 


1. Scramble the eggs with the chicken bouillon granules, 
soup, Vermouth, parsley, dill, pepper and onions. Set aside. 

2. Spray a large baking pan with cooking spray (9X 13- 
inch will barely hold all the ingredients so, if you own a big- 
ger pan, then use it). Pour in half of the egg mixture, sprin- 
kle with half of the asparagus and artichokes, and half of the 
cheese. Add the remaining egg mixture, the rest of the 
asparagus and artichokes and top with the cheese. Dust with 
a small amount of breadcrumbs and paprika. 

3. Refrigerate overnight or bake immediately in a pre- 
heated 350° oven for 1 hour. 

Note for cooking asparagus: Here’s the key to perfectly 
cooked, vividly green asparagus. 

1. Snap off the woody end of each spear. 

2. Lightly peel the lower half of the remaining piece. 
Peeling serves two purposes: it removes Stringiness and 
guarantees uniform size of the spear for more even cooking. 

Fill a large frying pan (10- or 12-inch) 1/3 full with water 
and add a splash of lemon juice. Bring to a boil. Carefully

The ‘parking’ Lot rules 


There was a small field 
off Woodland Road called 
“the Lot” by the High

Andover. 

I thought the words 
“parking” or “park” (as I 
use them in this column) were dead. That is not 
so: using Oxford’s American Dictionary, under

This was back in the days when having a 
spotlight on a private car was not illegal. There 
was one clown, a drop-out and pretty tough kid, 
who occasionally would imitate the police and 
upset everyone in the Lot.

I mean, 
gosh, there you were trying to make some 
progress: the radio was playing a romantic song, 
your arm was draped just about where you want- 
ed it, and BINGO! some yahoo comes in with 
his lights on hitting you and your date smack on 
the side of the face 

The light situation was all the more compli- 
cated because it could be the police. They were 
pretty good about the Lot and left the kids alone, 
but if a neighbor complained, the police would 
take action. That usually meant coming in with 
the lights on and shining a spotlight around so 
we'd know it was them. Quickly, all the cars 
would start up and there would be a parade out 
with the police car being the last in line.

As he 
made the turn into the Lot, he drove over the 
rock at the entrance and hung the car on it. His 
parents were called by the police and the car had 
to be professionally removed. His date was dri- 
ven home by her parents. There was some light 
damage to the car. There was far more damage 
to his relationships and self image.

Following a year-long search 
for a new school business 
administrator, Superintendent 
Claudia Bach said her final 
choice was “worth the wait.”

to 1998, where he was responsi-

weren't for Katz she would have 
chosen one of the other two. 

“He’s a very strong candi- 
date,” says School Committee 
member Tony James, who says 
he has spoken with Katz several 
time over the phone. “His activ- 
ity in professional 
organizations speaks 
for itself.” 

Committee mem- 
ber Arthur Barber 
said James’ seal of 
approval is “good 
enough for me,” but 
stressed that he would 
have liked the oppor- 
tunity to meet with 
Katz before making a 
decision to approve 
Bach’s recommenda- 
tion. 

While the School Committee 
can vote to either accept or 
reject Bach’s choice, the super- 
intendent makes the final deci- 
sion to hire or terminate school 
employees as stipulated in the 
Massachusetts Education 
Reform Act of 1993. 

Bach said she will invite Katz 
to attend the next School Com- 
mittee meeting on May 17. 
Chairwoman Deb Silberstein 
said the School Committee will 
wait to vote on the matter until 
that meeting. If a contract is 
signed, Katz would begin the 
position on July 1.

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* Walking: Best all-around exercise — and anyone can do it

One thing most people can 
agree on these days is the fact 
that America is a land increas- 
ingly of the couch potato. The 
result is an explosion of obesity 
and a related increase in the 
potential for disease and early 
death. 

While solutions abound, 
many of them are costly and 
time-consuming, and some are 
of doubtful efficacy. Americans 
spend $30 billion a year trying 
to control their weight, accord- 
ing to the Federal Food and 
Trade Commission. 

An answer to the problem 
does exist, howver, and the best 
part is that one size really does 
fit all. In fact, it’s a walk in the 
park. Literally. 

Alan French, owner of Moor 
and Mountain, 3 Railroad St., is 
an enthusiastic advocate of 
walking one’s way to health, 
and points to the many walking 
trails that wend their way 
through Andover. 


Whole greater than the part 

The greatest of the trails, with 
respect to size at least, is the Bay 
Circuit Trail, so named because 
it is part of a nearly continuous 
trail from Newbury on the North 
Shore to Duxbury on the South, 
encircling Massachusetts Bay in 
a 150-mile trail that traverses 
some 25 towns. Eventually the 
circuit will include another 50 
miles of dedicated trail. 

The Andover segment alone is 
19 miles long, which would be a 
long day’s walk, though no one 
should lose heart because of 


that, said French. There are 
many more trails in the town 
that are much shorter. And they 
can all be found in the Andover 
Trail Guide, now in its third 
printing. 

Perhaps the shortest of the 
trails, 19 “Community Paths,” 
are the least challenging for a 
walker. “The Community Paths 
are short because they empha- 
size connections,” said French. 
“They are not as much about 
recreation as about connecting 
neighborhoods. Newly devel- 
oped cul de sacs, for example, 
might reach into the same sur- 
rounding meadow or woods. 
But they don’t connect with one 
another. The community paths 
try to make connections that link 
the neighborhoods.” 

Some of the paths are new, the 
result, said French, of getting 
into the process early and “try- 
ing to get developers to set aside 
a few acres for these paths 
before they get all their permits 
to build.” 

Others, he said, follow ancient 
rights of way used in the earliest 
days of Andover. “Some walk- 
ing paths go back to the 1700s 
and 1800s. They were in use 
during farming days.” 

One example French pointed 
out is the path from Cutler Road 
to Oriole Drive. “It’s where an 
old cart path ran. It used to be a 
farm, and people walked to 
church down [what they called] 
the Old Coach Road.” 

A key purpose of the commu- 
nity paths is to encourage more 
school children to walk to 
school. Many of the paths, from 


River Street to South School, for 
instance, connect paved roads 
with schools specifically for that 
reason. 


Something for everyone 

The community paths do more 
than just link particular proper- 
ties. Some paths also connect to 
or overlap other trails and walks, 
including parts of the Bay Cir- 
cuit. 

Twenty-nine properties and 
reservations are detailed in the 
Trail Guide. Many were donated 
to the town by former residents 
or developers, and others were 
acquired through the efforts of 
the Conservation Commission. 
The result is something for 
every walker’s enjoyment. 

Harold Parker State Forest, 
which can be accessed via Jenk- 
ins Road, permits activities from 
hiking to horseback riding, boat- 
ing to birdwatching. Hunting 
and fishing are also allowed in 
their proper seasons with state- 
issued licenses. Pheasant, deer, 
and mink can often be seen. 

The Ward Reservation, a prop- 
erty of The Trustees of Reserva- 
tions, straddles the Andover- 
North Andover line between 
routes 125 and 114, and features 
the highest point in Essex Coun- 
ty, with views of the Boston sky- 
line on a clear day. 

Both the Ward Reservation 
and the state forest are traversed 
by the Bay Circuit Trail, along 
with several other Andover 
reservations. Highlights of the 
Deer Jump, Spaulding and Mer- 
rimack River reservations at the 
western end of the trail’s 


Andover segment are the trees, 
rock formations and wildflow- 
ers, notes the Trail Guide. 

Properties of the Andover Vil- 
lage Improvement Society 
(AVIS), which proclaims itself 
the “second oldest land preser- 
vation society in the country,” 
include 22 reservations that pro- 
tect more than 1,000 acres and 
30 miles of trails, all open to the 
public. AVIS and the Andover 
Trails Committee publish the 
Trail Guide. 

Another 1,800 acres of town- 
owned land are “under the con- 
trol and custody” of the Conser- 
vation Commission. The sites 
range in size from more than 
200 acres to the one-acre Castle 
Park that features a picnic table, 
park bench, shrubs, flowers and 
views of the Shawsheen River. 

The Bay Circuit Trail and 
many of the other walks overlap 
one another and have several 
entrypoints, making for easy 
access from neighborhoods. 


How to fit in a walk 

The walking trails all over 
town make Andover “somewhat 
unusual among towns,” accord- 
ing to French, who is a member 
and past president of AVIS and a 
current Andover representative 
for the Bay Circuit Alliance. 

“Almost every town has poten- 
tial,” he said, “but some have 
more potential than others. 
Andover is lucky because at the 
turn of the century there was 
already a thriving group of con- 
servationists active in town.” 
AVIS was founded in 1894.

about the trails in Andover, said 
French. “Not one of these trails 
requires any special skills. Any- 
one can walk them. There are no 
high elevations, and you can’t 
really get lost.” If one does feel 
disoriented, he explained, “just 
choose one direction and walk. 
You’ ll eventually come out on 
some town road.” 

No special preparation or 
equipment is needed either. 
“You don’t need special shoes or 
clothing,” said French. “But you 
do need to know what clothes to 
bring. And that’s just a matter of 
being tuned into the weather.” 
Be prepared for wet weather by 
bringing rain gear or a simple 
plastic poncho. If it’s likely to 
start out cold but get warm (or 
the other way around), wear lay- 
ers that let you adjust to chang- 
ing conditions. 

Another thing that concerns 
people are the close encounters 
of the parasitic kind with 
insects. Tick season, said 
French, is upon us, but repel- 
lents are safe and available. 
“People should know to tuck 
pantlegs into socks to keep ticks 
from getting access under 
pantlegs and in cuffs, he said. 
“But it’s important that you do 
not refrain from doing these 
things because you're afraid. 
There are easy, available solu- 
tions out there for all these con- 
cerns.” 


Take some guidance 
Getting started is pretty sim- 
ple, French explained. “The 
total length of the trails might be

200 miles. But any given piece 
[of the trail] might be one mile 
or less. Choose the walk that fits 
your own level.” 

The first step toward getting 
into walking in Andover is to 
obtain a copy of the Andover 
Trail Guide. Published by AVIS 
and the Andover Trails Commit- 
tee, the book, with detailed fold- 
out maps for all but the shortest 
walks, is available at Rocky's 
Ace Hardware on Route 114 in 
North Andover, the Andover 
Bookstore, 89R Main St., Moor 
and Mountain, or direct from the 
Andover Trails Committee 
($10.95 c/o Alan French, 17 
Moreland Road, Andover, MA 
01810) 

A map detailing several of the 
AVIS trails is also available at 
these sites, as well as at the 
Town Offices, 36 Bartlet St., and 
Memorial Library in Elm 
Square. 

One way for first-time walkers 
to build confidence is to sign on 
to a guided walk. According to 
the guidebook, volunteers from 
the Andover Committee of the 
Appalachian Mountain Club 
lead walks every weekend from 
September through June, usual- 
ly on Sundays. 

The guide also lists historical 
tours offered for a small fee by 
the Andover Historical Society, 
each taking 1¥ to 2 hours. 

Walks are also published on 
various Web sites. Here are a

Walking not enough to prevent Osteoporosis 


May is National Osteoporo- 
sis Awareness Month, a time to 
make a concerted effort to 
inform people about this disease 
which has the ability to cripple, 
and even to kill. 

Exercise physiologist Dianne 
Daniels, author of Exercises for 
Osteoporosis, Revised Edition 
(Hatherleigh Press, $15.95), 
puts to rest the myth that walk- 
ing builds bone and therefore 
can prevent osteoporosis. 

Osteoporosis literally means 
“thinning bone.” When bone 
architecture has deteriorated in 
this manner, a fracture may be 


just around the corner. While 


every bone in the body is at risk, 
the spine and the hip are the 


most susceptible. A fracture in 
one of these two sites may cause 
the independent lifestyle to be 
lost forever. 

With a recent study revealing 
that SO percent of women over 
the age of 50 have low bone 
density, the numbers of potential 
future victims is staggering. 
Currently, there are an estimated 
10 million Americans with 
osteoporosis, many of whom are 
not even aware that they have it. 
Although the disease is more 
likely to strike postmenopausal 
women, men are not immune — 
one in nine is affected — and 
they should also take steps to 
reduce bone loss. 

As Dianne Daniels explains

in Exercises for Osteoporosis 
Revised Edition, bone responds 
to the increase of stress being 
placed upon it. “Walking - a 
wonderful, heart-healthy exer- 
cise — can be part of a program 
to prevent osteoporosis, but it is 
not the whole story,” Daniels 
says. “To cause bone to grow, it 
must be challenged with a new, 
added weight, not the same load 
over and over again, as with 
walking.” 

The best strategy is to make 
strength training (also called 
resistance training or weight 
training) a part of any osteo- 
porosis-fighting plan. Slowly 
and progressively adding addi- 
tional weight can cause new 
bone growth to occur. And when 
this type of exercise is combined 
with osteoporosis medications 
prescribed by a doctor, the effect 
is additive and creates even 
greater positive results. 

“You don’t need to go toa 
gym or use any special equip- 
ment to wage an effective cam- 
paign,” Daniels adds. “Soup 
cans, elastic tubing, or easily 
affordable hand and ankle 
weights can do the job. If you do 
go to a gym, many of the exer- 
cises you see there can actually 
put you in jeopardy, as certain 
body positions may cause a frac-

bending over, doing traditional 
abdominal crunches, holding 
something at arm's length, or 
twisting rapidly from side to 
side.” 

Weight training bas other 
beneficial side effects; it can 
help improve balance. thereby 
making falls and fractures less 
likely. And it can make every- 
day activities such as shopping, 
climbing stairs and cleaning eas- 
ier and more enjoyable to do. 

In her book, Daniels gives 
specific exercises to improve 
balance, and many safe ways to 
increase bone density. Also 
included aré osteoporosis- 
friendly exercises targeted at the 


abdominals, a body part almost 
everyone seems to cast a critical 
eye on. 

Here are three exercises she 
suggests for beginners: 


Superman: 

Lie face-down on the floor. 
Extend both arms forward on 
either side of your head (like 
Superman flying). Next, lift 
your arms off the floor as high 
as you can while keeping your 
head on the floor. Pause, then 
lower them slowly. When you 
can perform 15 repetitions easi- 
ly, do them while holding one- 
pound weights in each hand. 


Chair sit: 

Stand in front of a chair with 
a pillow on the seat. Arms are 
down at your sides and relaxed, 
feet about hip distance apart. 
Slowly sit on the chair. Then 
slowly stand up. When you can 
perform 15 repetitions (sitting 
down and standing up), remove 
the pillow. When you can per- 
form 15 repetitions without the 
pilow, hold one-pound weights 
(soup cans, or other household 
items). Gradually, over time, 
increase the amount of weight.

Hold a rubber ball in your — 
right hand with your palm up. 
Your arm should be resting on 
your lap or on a table. Squeeze 
the ball as hard as you can for 
three seconds. Maintain a 
straight wrist (no bending) and 


keep your middle finger in line 
with the middle of your wrist. 
Do this three times, then switch 
to your left hand. Build up to ten 
squeezes per hand. 

Remember to always check 
first with your doctor before 
doing these or any exercises, to 
be sure they are safe for you.
